The Veteran of 
the month of 
September, 
2021 is Mary 
Bloomfield. 


Born July 30, 1921 in De- 
troit Michigan to parents 
George and Anna (Fada) Ko- 
towich. Mary was the 6th of 
7 children. At the age of 2 
years, the family moved to 


East Jordan Michigan, set- 
tling on the Kotowich home- 
stead near Mt. Bliss, south 
of town. She attended Mt. 
Bliss one room school for 
several years, then trans- 
ferred to East Jordan 
Schools, graduating in the 
class of 1941. After gradua- 
tion Mary attended Wayne 
State University and gradu- 
ated from Grace Hospital's 
nursing program. On May 3, 
1944, she enlisted into the 
United States Army, joining 
her three brothers Ted; 
Johnny; and Steve during 
WWII. Her first assignment 
was at Camp McCoy Wiscon- 
sin, and was soon assigned

to the 101st General Hospital 
for duty in England, France, 
and Germany. Mary was 
commissioned 2nd Lt., and 
after over 18 months of over- 
seas duty was returned to 
the United States. On March

able Discharge, and awarded 
the European-African-Mid- 


dle Eastern Campaign 
Medal, and WWII Victory 
Medal. 

Returning to Detroit 
Michigan she began working 
in Hospitals in the area, and 
also for the Public Health 
Department of Wayne 
County. Attending Duns 
Scotus Catholic church she 
met George Bloomfield, and 
they married January 9, 1960 
at St. James Catholic church 
in Detroit. 

While raising their daugh- 
ter Mary Anne who was en- 
rolled in St Bede school, 
Mary stopped working until 
her daughter reached high 
school. She enjoyed the 
Great Books program, being 
a Girl Scout leader, and 
seamstress for the St. Bede 
players. When Mary Anne 
began high school, Mary 
began working again in 
nursing homes, and as a pri- 
vate duty nurse until the age 
of 70 when she retired. In 
2005 she returned to East 
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Jordan, along with her 
daughter and son in law who 
built a home on the original 
family homestead. Mary 
was a member of Rebec- 
Hosler-Sweet Post #227 of 
the American Legion in East 
Jordan, and enjoyed many 
post functions and parades. 
During her 98 years, she was 
a masterful seamstress, gar- 
dener, enjoyed traveling and 
telling the tales of her Army 
days to family, friends, and 
fellow Veterans.

East Jordan - The East Jordan 
Area Chamber of Commerce held a 
ribbon cutting and dedication at the 
new Brown’s Creek Pathway Trail- 
head Monday, August 23. The trail 
system has been a collaboration be- 
tween the city, school and the Top 
of Michigan Mountain Bike Associ- 
ation (TOMMBA). As well as vari- 
ous community financial donors 
and volunteers. 

The six miles of mountain bike 
trails have been a work in progress 
for nearly the last five years. Vi- 
sionary Scott Beal organized the 
trail’s development. “Once we got 
started connecting existing trails, 
we mapped out new sections. We 
had to pack a lot into a small area, 
we used the elevation that’s here so 
it’s challenging,” said Beal. 

The 20-acre, three-loop trailhead 
sits on property that was once the 
Slough Auto Parts yard, next to the 
high school. It also utilizes portions 
of the city’s re-purposed transfer 
station. “We reclaimed the auto

was not valued.” He then re- 
signed saying he wished 
someone would have talked 
to him about it.

The Michigan Department 
of Environment, Great 
Lakes, and Energy (EGLE) 
has awarded $2.3 million in 
brownfield grants and loans 
to four projects for redevelop- 
ment of contaminated prop- 
erties in Northern Michigan 
and the Upper Peninsula. 
Overall, this summer EGLE 
will provide $15.6 million in 
brownfield funding to 21 proj- 
ects statewide. 

Plans include a transfor- 
mational downtown redevel- 
opment project in Manistee, a 
new mixed-use commercial 
and residential development 
in Sault St. Marie, a new en- 
ergy service center in Elmira 
Township, and a five-unit 
townhome with private park- 
ing in Ludington. 

More than half of EGLE’s 
budget each year flows into 
Michigan communities 
through grants, loans and 
other spending that supports 
local projects, protects public 
health and the environment, 
ultimately creating economic 
growth and jobs for Michigan 
workers.

MANISTEE GATEWAY PROJ- 
ECT 


The city of Manistee plans 
to use a $700,000 redevelop- 
ment grant and $800,000 
brownfield redevelopment 
loan from EGLE to address 
environmental contamina- 
tion on several properties lo- 
cated at US-31 and River 
Street. Redevelopment plans 
include a new boutique hotel, 
conference center, business 
incubator area, and public 
parking deck in downtown 
Manistee after addressing en- 
vironmental contamination 
at the site this fall. 

“The City of Manistee 
wants to thank EGLE for its 
continued partnership and 
support of the Gateway Proj- 
ect”, said Edward Bradford, 
Interim City Manager. “This 
transformational redevelop- 
ment of the entry into his- 
toric Downtown Manistee is 
vitally important to the fu- 
ture economic well-being of 
the city. The EGLE grant and 
loan will help demolish obso- 
lete structures and address 
significant environmental 
contamination, as well as 
being a critical first step in 
the $30 million mixed-use 
project.” 

Contamination on the site 
is believed to be a remnant of 
historic commercial opera- 
tions, which included a dry 
cleaner, gasoline service sta- 
tion, and auto repair shop. 
The EGLE funding will pay 
for environmental investiga- 
tions, removal of contami- 


nated soil, and installation of 
barriers and ventilation sys- 
tems in the new buildings to 
prevent exposure to subsur- 
face contaminants remaining 
on the properties. 

The new development is 
expected to create more than 
100 jobs and will increase the 
city’s tax base. 


SAULT STE. MARIE MIXED- 
USE REDEVELOPMENT 


This summer, the city of 
Sault Ste. Marie and McClel- 
lan Realty, LLC, will renovate 
a historic and deteriorating 
structure into a new mixed- 
use commercial and residen- 
tial development. The Sault 
Ste. Marie Brownfield Rede- 
velopment Authority will use 
an $850,000 brownfield rede- 
velopment grant from EGLE 
to pay for remediation activi- 
ties. 

The MAC Building, located 
in the downtown district at 
411 W. Portage Avenue, has 
been vacant for more than 30 
years and is located directly 
across the street from the Soo 
Locks and St. Marys River. 
Originally constructed in the 
early 1900s, the former Soo 
Lock laundry building served 
the maritime industry of 
Sault Ste. Marie for more 
than 50 years until opera- 
tions ceased in the 1970s. The 
property’s historic use as a 
dry cleaner is the likely 
source of contamination. 

“We are very thankful to 
EGLE for this grant that sup- 
ports our community,” said 
Jeff Holt, executive director 


of the Sault Economic Devel- 
opment Corporation. “The 
McClellan family has a long 
history in our community, 
and we fully support this ren- 
ovation.” 

The EGLE grant will pay 
for environmental assess- 
ment, disposal of contami- 
nated soil and groundwater, 
installation of a barrier and 
ventilation system to prevent 
subsurface vapors from en- 
tering the structure, and the 
removal of a suspected un- 
derground storage tank on 
site. 

The building owner and de- 
veloper, McClellan Realty 
LLC, will repurpose the 
13,000-square-foot structure 
to accommodate four ground 
level commercial spaces and 
10 second-floor residential 
units. It is anticipated that 
the nearly $3.5 million devel- 
opment will result in the cre- 
ation of five-to-10 full-time 
jobs and a nearly $1.2 million 
increase in the property’s 
taxable value. 


WOLVERINE POWER SUPPLY 
COOPERATIVE 


The Otsego County Brown- 
field Redevelopment Author- 
ity (OCBRA) will partner 
with the Wolverine Power 
Supply Cooperative to make 
a contaminated property in 
Elmira Township safe for 
reuse as a new energy serv- 
ice center. A $74,000 Brown- 
field Redevelopment Grant 
from EGLE will pay for 
proper disposal of contami- 
nated soil and demolition of a 


concrete storage pit. 

“The Otsego County 
Brownfield Redevelopment 
Authority is proud to partner 
with EGLE in successfully 
obtaining grant funding to 
support Wolverine Power Co- 
operative in its demolition 
and clean-up efforts in 
Elmira”, said Lisa McComb, 
director of the OCBRA. “This 
project will facilitate develop- 
ment of a new $4 million dis- 
tribution center.” 

The new service center 
complements Wolverine’s 
$200 million Alpine Power 
Plant in Elmira. Wolverine 
Power Supply Cooperative is 
currently upgrading and re- 
placing portions of the 40- to 
70-year-old transmission sys- 
tem in northern Michigan. 
The planned service center 
in Elmira is strategically lo- 
cated for Wolverine’s 1,600 
miles of power lines. Each 
mile of utility infrastructure 
costs about $1 million to re- 
place, so Wolverine’s invest- 
ment in northern Michigan 
is substantial. 


SOUTH JAMES STREET IN 
LUDINGTON 


The city of Ludington re- 
ceived a $54,000 grant in 2018 
to complete environmental 
assessment and pre-demoli- 
tion surveys at a property lo- 
cated on South James Street 
in downtown Ludington. In 
2020, the grant was amended 
to add an additional $645,000 
to help facilitate the redevel- 
opment of this property. The 
proposed development will 


consist of a five-unit town- 
home with private parking. 

The property was first de- 
veloped in the late 1800s and 
operated for various commer- 
cial purposes, including a 
community hall, blacksmith 
shop, auto repair, and other 
retail. It was later renovated 
to function as a gasoline fill- 
ing station with automotive 
repair, which operated from 
1950 into the mid-2000s. The 
building has been vacant for 
several years and suffered 
significant decline and deteri- 
oration, ultimately becoming 
blighted and functionally ob- 
solete. 

The site is believed to be 
contaminated as a result of 
the historic uses of the prop- 
erty. An environmental as- 
sessment confirmed the 
presence of volatile organic 
compounds, polynuclear aro- 
matic hydrocarbons, and 
metals in both the soil and 
groundwater. 

The grant will pay for addi- 
tional assessment and inves- 
tigation, excavation, 
transport and disposal of 
contaminated soil, and instal- 
lation and commissioning of 
a vapor mitigation system, if 
needed. 

The current state equal- 
ized value of the property is 
$72,500 and is expected to in- 
crease to $1.3 million follow- 
ing redevelopment. 
Construction is expected to 
begin in the spring of 2022.

effectiveness, and manufac- 
turing quality the FDA re- 
quires of an approved 
product. While millions of 
people have already safely 
received COVID-19 vaccines, 
we recognize that for some, 
the FDA approval of a vac- 
cine may now instill addi- 
tional confidence to get 
vaccinated. Today’s mile- 
stone puts us one step closer 
to altering the course of this 
pandemic in the US.,” she 
added.

You’ve traded in renting 
for owning. So now what? 

You may be surprised to 
find out that there is more 
money involved in owning a 
house than just taking out a 
home loan and making your 
monthly payments. 

What you weren’t respon- 
sible for as a renter be- 
comes all yours asa 
homeowner. Property taxes, 
utilities, home maintenance 
and repairs, insurance and 
even decorating in any way 
you choose are all on you 
now, for better or worse. 
And if you live in an associ- 
ation or in other types of 
communities where special 
property taxes are assessed, 
you'll have to contend with 
that, too. 

Let’s break it down. 


CLOSING COSTS 


Closing costs can add on 
thousands of dollars when 
your loan is settled. Those 
fees are often negotiated 
and vary state-by-state. As a 
buyer you may be responsi- 
ble for a portion of them or 
the seller may assume all of 
them. The expense may be 
written into the offer so that 
the buyer doesn’t have to 
come up with the cash. 


PROPERTY TAXES 


Your property taxes are 
the principal source of rev- 
enue for municipalities, 
counties and school dis- 
tricts. The United States av- 
erage for property taxes is 
1.88 percent of the home’s 


value with the highest rates 
in New Jersey, Connecticut, 
New Hampshire, New York 
and Rhode Island and the 
lowest in Louisiana, Ala- 
bama, West Virginia, Mis- 
sissippi, and Arkansas. 
Additionally, there are vari- 
ances within counties, 
parishes, boroughs and the 
like. 

If you live in a condo ora 
community that assesses its 
residents a special tax, such 
as a condo development, 
you will have fees on top of 
your property taxes. 

Find out what your an- 
nual obligations are and 
budget accordingly. Other- 
wise, you'll have a shock 
when those taxes and fees 
become due. 


PRIVATE MORTGAGE 
INSURANCE 


If your down payment 
was less than 20 percent of 
the purchase price, you will 
be required to buy Private 
Mortgage Insurance. PMI 
enables you to buy a house 
with a smaller down pay- 
ment. The insurance pro- 
tects the lender against you 
defaulting on the loan. Once 
you have sufficient equity in 
the house, the PMI coverage 
can be canceled.
